The progress made In mine safety has been. liter- 
ally remarkable. New .records on top of new rec- 
ords have been established. The Bureau of Mines 
and other non -industry organizations have praised 
coal In the highest terms for this achievement. 

As for coal labor, it is at the very highesl;rung 
of the Industrial ladder-in the wages paid.. And 
the miners have many other valuable material 
benefits, Including pensions", vacation pay, medical 
care, and so on. 

The point is that coal has changed to an almost 
revolutionary extent. That fact deserves full recog- 
nition.

Value of Speech Correction 
The old proverb about "a stitch in 
time" can well be applied to a 
Speech Correction program in the 
early years of a child's school life. 
Each added year of defective speech 
lessens the child's chances of over- 
coming the handicap. If a child's 
soeech defect is corrected earlv in 
life, he Is likely to be a much hap- 
pier person than he would be other 
wise.

ALEXANDRIA, Va.-The oldest 
dolly newspaper in the nation, The 
Alexandria Gazette, was honored 
during National Newspaper Week 
this year, 

The paper, in George Washing- 
ton's old home town, began as a 
weekly In 1784 and became a dally 
on April 14. 1797. 

In its Arst edition It laid down 
its policy: 

"They (the edt 
that every 
to procure and communicate the 
latest intelligence, and to render 
their paper, in every respect, 
worthy the attention of the pub- 
Wck." 

Dr. Edgar Snow den, a great* 
grandson of one of the' founders, 
was present at the celebration. He 
said: "The paper did ill right by 
my family for 111 :'«ar«." 

Dr. Snowden's father sold the 
paper because his health was fall- 
ing and he figured Alexandria was 
a town with a lot of past and not 
much future. For years the popu- 
lation had stayed right at 15,000. 

Then the nation's capital, across 
the Potomac, grew until it over- 
flowed in all directions, Present 
Alexandria population Is 75,000. 

An 1862 headline in the newspa- 
per tells of the start of the Civil 
War trouble: 

Indignity Against Church 
Arrest of Minister While At 
Prayer In Church— Great Ex- 
citement. , 
It's difficult now to decide 
what crime brought the arrest of 
the Rev. Kenzie Johns Stewart In 
St. Paul's Episcopal Church, but 
as a result of the headline troops 
burned the Gazette plant. 
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Royal Observatory 
Moved From London 

LONDON — Greenwich Observa- 
tory has been moved from London, 
where It was established by order 
of King Charles II in 1675, to a 
15th century castle In Sussex 60 
miles to the southeast. 

The Institution Is no longer 
astride Greenwich prime meridi- 
an, world standard for measure- 
ment of longitude and time. But 
because any change would aflect 
global timekeeping and render all 
the world's modern maps obsolete. 
Greenwich will remain the zero 
meridian. 

To allow for the one-third de- 
gree longitudinal difference be- 
tween Greenwich and the new site, 

14Ht miles east of the Greenwich 
meridian, scientists will subtract 
about a minute and a half from 
observed time. The time Is calcu- 
lated by observation of the solar 
system. 

Greenwich was a country village 
when Sir Christopher Wren de- 
signed the Observatory 278 years 
ago, but expanding London since 
has completely engulfed it, In re- 
cent decades, meteorological and 
astronomical operations have been 
seriously hampered by industrial 
smog. Electric railways interfered 
with magnetic observations. And 
the glare of street lights and neon 
signs outshone the Milky Way. 

For these reasons the observa- 
tory was moved.
